Operators in the Clearfield and allied dis- 


tricts of Central Pennsylvania for the re- 
sumption of work in their mines. 80 far as 
heard from there has not been any resump- 
tion nor has there been trouble of any sort. 
As predicted by one in a position to know, 
when the operators on last Monday issued 
their ultimatum of (0c a ton, the 
strikers have remained away from the 


mines and the commencement of the sixth 
week oftheir strike finds them apparently 
as determined as ever to awalt the orders of 
President McBride of the United Mine 
Workers before resuming. 

Meanwhile the coal famine, as far as tis 
region is concerned, grows more serious 
every Gay. Soft coal is extremely scarce and 
— pee are compelled to pay almost exor- 
bitant prices in order to fill their contracts. 
Agents who are lucky enough to have 
control of coalare making profits of $1 to 
$1.50 a ton, where 10 cents was considered a 
fair profit before the coal famine set in. 
Another result of the strike that promises to 
be more lasting in its effects is the perma- 
nent loss of business, because of the inability 
of operators to fulfill old contracts or enter 
into new ones. 

The regions that compete directly with the 
Central Pennsyivania bituminous miners 
are Cumberland in Maryland, the West Vir- 
ginia fields and the Pocahontas in South- 
western Virginia. Information from the 
Cumberland region isto the effect that men 
are resuming work every day and the coal is 
being turned out rapidiy. One reason for 
the return of the Cumberland miners ig said 
to be the fact that when the last 
great bituminous strike occurred in 1884 
the Clearfield miners falled to stand by them 
and the former are at the present time set- 
th an old score Made inthe Pocahontas 
region; the mines and the men are being 
worked to their utmost capacity. Consider- 
able quantities of this coal reach New 
England by ocean. The activity of the Poca- 
hontas operators and the gradual resump- 
tion the umberiand region is a 
bitter Dill for the Pennssivania operators 
swallow. The coal mined by them is 

ht in direct competition with the 
Penpsyivania coal and the miners employed 
by the latter ask for wages at the rate of 80e 
a gross ton, whereas the Cumberland miners 
work for toe a ton and the Pocahontas men, 
mostly negroes, receive only 28e a ton.

He seemed to Become almost insanely en- 
thusiastic while at these meetings, but I 
noticed a change in him after he came 
He seemed to take no interestin the affairs 
of the house. He being the only man in the 
house looked alter our financial and real 
estate interests. After these meetings, 
instead of fixing up our property as usual in 
the spring, he seemed to forget it. After 
promising to look after it he took no steps in 
the matter at all.

AGAINST SURETIES. 


Judge Klein Benders Judgment fer 
$5,000 in a Lange Case—Court News. 


Judge Klein to-day rendered a judgment 
against Mathilda Lange and Charles F. 
Vogel for $5,000 as the sureties on the 
bond of the late Wm. B. Lange. There 
was no defense made in the case and an exe- 
cution was ordered to issue for $4,186.55 
against the bond.

Lange, who was a notary public, gave the 
customary bond, with his mother, Mathilde 
Lange, and Charles F. Vogel as sure- 
ties. On Aug. 23, 1893, . he certified 


an acknowledgment to a deed of trust 
which was to the effect that Mathilde Lange 
had signed the deed in his presence on 
day and ga ve the deed to 
secure a loan of 4,000. After Lange 
died it was found tha. there were several 
claimants to the property on which the deed 
given, then it was 
the one ee to 
have signed and acknowledged 
by Mathilda Lange was not genuine and had 
never been signed by her. The proceeds 
were used, it is supposed, in some of his 
real estate operations, There was no question 
raised as to the facts stated, but there was

EVANGELICAL ALLIANCE. 


Rev. Dr. S. J. Niccolis on the Preparation 
of Sermons. 


At the regular monthly meeting of the 
Evangelical Alliance to-day Rev. Dr. 8. J. 
Niccolis read a paper entitled The Prepar- 
ation of Sermons.’’ He said that preaching 
was the chief function of the gospel 
ministry, a statement which he estab- 
lished by several scriptural quotations. 
By preaching, he said, he had 
reference exclusively to the proclamation 
of gospel truth by one who feels himself 
called to proclaim the gospel. The two points 
of a preacher are his own personality and the 
truth of what he teaches. A preacher must 
be a witness of the truth if he would speak 
freely and effectively. A sermon must 
be the preacher's testimony to 
the truth. A good physique 


and sound health are important traits of a 
minister, but, Dr. Niccolls said, infirmities 
have been the lot of renowned pulpit orators. 
He instanced John Calvin, who had dyspep- 
sia, which said Dr. Niccolis in a 
vein cf. humor doubtless extendea 
to his doctrines. He recommended the Bibie 
as first ofall books which young- preachers 
should study. The Bible should be read 
not alone for spiritual improve- 
ment but kor mental culture. 
because, said Dr. Niccolis, it abounds with 
apt similes and methods ot presenting facts, 
Preachers should also read Shakspeare, 
John Milton, Tennyson, and should pursue a 
course in history and biography. 
Dr. Niccolls safd that young preachers should 
avoid the habit of ‘‘appropriating’’ the 
to avold lador.

HIS QUEER SPEECH. 


Joseph Moss Says He Stole to Get Into 
the Penitentiary. 


WOULD RATHER BE THERE THAN WITH- 
OUT A HOME AKD BUNGEY. 


He Drove Off a Rig, Stopped at the Four 
Courts and Gave Himself Up—Disap- 
pointed When He Found His Offense 
Wes Only a Misdemeanor—Sent to 
the Work-House. 


Joseph Moss, a shoemaker, who was a de- 
tendant before Judge Morris this morning, 
isa very rare individual, He is one man 
among many criminals who would rather 
be a convict behind the Penitentiary walls at 
Jefferson City than at liberty, nowadays, and 
unable to obtain any money. 

Four weeks ago Moss was liberated from 
the penitentiary after serving two years for 
stealing a lot of leather and shoes from his 
employer, Jonn Wilsener, a shoemaker, who 
then had a shop at Fourteenth and Salisbury 
streets. He returned to st. Louis, his old 
home, and the faces of former friends were 
to be seen in many places but 
no one recognized the ex-convict. His wife, 
who had deserted long before his trouble, as 
he claims, had left her former place of 
abode, with his four children, and all that 
he could learn was that she had moved away 
up in North St. Louis. 

Without a home, without money and with- 
out food, and feeble under thé weight of 53 
years, Moss wandered around the city, look- 
ing for work. In vain were his requests for 
any sort of employment, and he could not 


beg for food, 
STOLE A RIG. 


In the midst of these perplexities Sunday 
morning he became desperate and while 
passing the Union Market the thought struck 
him that he would be a great deal better of 


irhe was back in the penitentiary once 
again. He sawa horse and vehicie near the

To Officer 
Tom Quigley he said: Lock me up; I've 
stolen a man’s horse and 8 ° 

He was questioned concerning the theft 
andthe whereabouts of the property, and 
when be had explained matters he was 
placed in the holdover, charged with a mis- 
deanor in driving off a vehicle which he did 
not own. Later Alois Boschert o Gar- 
flel€ avenue called atthe Four Courts and 
ae ae the vehicle which Moss had driven 
off, 

HIS QUEER SPEECH. 

This morning when Moss found himself ar- 
raigned in the Police Court he was surprised. 
‘*I thought,’’ said he, that that was a case 
of grand larceny, stealing a horse and buggy. 


I wanted to go back tothe penitentiary, ape 
that is why I took the rig. We'll let 
it go as it tis, however, and (“I'll 
plead guilty in order to get 
a home. lam oid and cannot work any more, 
nor can I get a chanee to work.“

friend, lam sorry 1 cannot oblige you. The 
best lcan do is send you to the Work- house.

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TAXATION OF VESSELS. 


— — 
The Elaborate Memorandum of Commie- 
sioner Chempberlain. 


WasHinetoxn, May 2.—Commissioner of 
Navigation Chamberlain has prepared the 
following Memorandum concerning the tax- 
ation of vessels: é 

Great Britain, Germany and France im- 
pose taxes on the incomes derived from 
steamships and vessels as incomes derived 
from other protective property. The rate is 


understood to Vary with budget require- 
ments from year to year, but the tax is not a 
large factor in the ‘expense account 
of those operating vessels. (The North 
German Lloyd company, for example, on its 
fieet of eighty iron and steel steamers of 
225,097 tons. larger by 2,000 tons than the en- 
7° réyistered iron and steel steam tonnage 
of the United States, paid as an income tax 
94,000 marks-—$22,872—for 1898. For 1893 the 
city of Bath, Me., collected 324.026 taxes on 
224 vessels of 119,999 tons, mostly w en 
salling, Lesides taxes on capital stock of cor 
porations owning ferryboats, tug boats and 
steamboats.) 

„On Jan. 1, 1894, Austria exempted all sea- 
going vessels from income tax for five years 
and all sea-going vessels Duilt in austrian 
yards are exempted for five years from date 
of register from this tax. 

**Vessels are not subject to Federal taxa- 
tion in the United States except in the form 
ofa few smallfeeson entry and clearance 
for specific services and tonnage tax as im- 
posed under the aet of June 19, 1886. These 
taxes do not put vessels of the United States 
ata disadvantaxe, compared with vessels of 
other nations; indeed, in the fiscal year 1893, 
American vessels paid $70,019 tonnage taxes, 
foreign vessels $464,920, of which British ves- 
seis alone pald $338,674. 

For purposes of comparison it may be 
noted thatthe total British subvention to 
steamships enrolled as cruisers dy the Ad- 
miralty in this year’s naval estimates is 21. 
972 ($106,839), and that the British Postofiice 
estimates forthis year allow a loss of 62,300 
pounds ($802,924) on the cost of exportation 
to the United States over receipts from such 
postage, which may de taken as a rough 
measure of subsidy under the form of mail 
contract. The only taxes accordingly on 
vessel property which may eemed 
to place vessel owning in the 
United States at a disadvantage 
compared by vessel owning in other coun- 
tries are imposed by State tax laws. These 
laws dave been modified by the decisions of 
the Supreme Court of the United States (see

ennsylvania, 122 United States ee 826,. 
in whichit held the corporate franchises.

corporation created by a State may un- 
doubtedly be taxed by the States; but in 
imposing such texes care should be 
taken not to interfere with or hamper, di- 
rectly or by indirection, interstate or foreign 
commerce, or — 1 other matter exclusively 
within the jurisdiction of the Federal Gov- 
ernment. since 1881 New York State has ex- 
emptea from ali taxation for State or local 
Purposes all vessels registered in the State 
engaged in foreign commerce, and this ex 
emption, drawnin the broadest terms, is to 
continue to the year 1922. 

Under the decision noted above, Pennsyl- 
vania levies no taxeson vVes<els in foreign 
commerce.

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URE OF MARRIAGE. 


Judges Fisher, Withrow and Kiein epend 
the Day in Listening to Tales of Mari- 
tal Woe—A Case in Which the Nei- 
Gence Was Disgusting. 


Considering their troubles of rather more 
than ordinary gravity and somewhat too 
serious for a policeman, several dozen un- 
happily married people told them to the 
Judges of the Circait Courtto-day. Judge 
Dilion in Court Room No. 4, Judge 
Klein in No. 1 and Judge 
Withrow in No. 8 each came in 
for a share of stories of marital unhappiness 
and trouble. It was default day in the three 
court rooms, and as is usual in such cases 
there were a great many witnesses who in- 
sisted in talking the cases over among them- 
selves in spite of the constant rapping of the 


Sheriffs. 

Sue G. Cook was granted a divorce from 
Geo. W. Cook by Judge Withrow to-day. The 
plaintiff! was married in Burnet County, 
Tex., on Dec. 4, 1939, but was compelled, 
she stated, to leave him because of his cruel 
and harsh treatment. He fre- 
quently threatened to rill himself 
and to kill her, until 
he became so violent that she hd to leave.

CYCLONE 


The Monthe in Which They Most Fre- 
quentiy Gocur—Record of Fatalities. 


WELLUINGToQ, Kan., May 28.—E. Hayes, 
local observer of the State Weather Service, 
has made a special study of cyclones and cy- 
clone statistics. He figures from the reports 
of 1,867 receit tornadoes that the average 
length of the tornado track is twenty-five 
miles, the aterage width 1,360 feet, and the 
average velecity forty-four miles. April, 
May, June ard December are the montiis in 
which three-fourths of the tornadoes occur, 
andthe hours of greater frequency of the 
wind-twisters are between 8:30 and 8 p. m. 
Of the 1,867 tornadoes from which these 
statistics were drawn in 233 cases the tor- 
nadoes werevery destructive of property. 
The statistician has marked 384 tornadoes as 
simply Gestractive. In twelve of the cases 
towns were destroyed. 

Although Kansas is more widely feared 
for its tornadoes, Mississippi leads the list 
of fatalities from cyclones, with a death 
record of 943. Missouri’s death rate has been 
247; Iowa, 175, Lllinois, 368; Minnesota, 164; 
Ohio, 184, Pe -nsylvania, 142; South Carolina, 
104 Texa’ 6 Wisconsin, 141. Deaths from 
cyclones iA as have numbered but 76.

A DEAD LETTER, LAW. 


The Missouri anti-trust law is a dead 
letter. It is a dead letter because it is im- 
possible to find an official willing to as- 
sume the responsibility of a prosecution. 

That the law is violated is an open and 
notorious fact. Corporations whose ol- 
ficers have made oath that they are not 
members of any trust, combine or associa- 
tion organised to control prices or limit 
production, are known to be members of 
such combines and the fact is within the 
knowledge of thousands. Evidence is 
accessible on every side and yet there is 


not a law officer in the State who feels 


called upon to make the law effective. 

The law provides that ‘‘it shall be the 
duty of the Circuit Attorney of the City of 
St. Louis and Prosecuting Attorney of 
each county of this State, respectively, to 
enforce the provisions of this act within 
his said city or county. Said Circuit or 
Prosecuting Attorneys shall institute and 
conduct all suits begun in the Circuit 
Courts, and the Attorney-General shall 
prosecute said suits in the Supreme Oourt 
and Courts of Appeal in cases of appeals 
from thé Circuit Courts. 

Not a single prosecution has been un- 
dertaken, however, although the State is 
‘*plastered all over with trusts. Accord- 
ing to Atty.-Gen. Walker, in his inter- 
view published in yesterday’s SUNDAY 
Post-D1sPaToH, the affidavit from a firm 
or corporation known to be in a trust 
formation, stating under oath that it was 
not in such formation, would be accepted 
without investigation. And according to 
the Secretary of State, if the affidavit is 
made it is conclusive on him and he has no 
legal means to go behind it. 

All this amounts to saying that the law 
is a practical joke depending for its suc- 
cess as such upon the limber consciences 
of trust officials who purge themselves of 
liability by means of a Oustom-house 
oath. So far it has been the source of rev- 
enue for Circuit Attorneys who com- 
promise with those who postpone the 
oath as long as they can. The only ac- 
oo uplishment of the law has been to dem- 
onstrate the power of the combines and 
bring the acts of the Missouri Legislature 
into contempt. 

No doubt the Attorney-General and the 
Circuit and Prosecuting Attorneys have 
performed their duty to their own satis- 
faction and that of the combines. But the 
people of Missouri certaigly expected 
better results from their Legislature’s al- 
leged effort to rid this State of trust com- 
binations and conspiracies.

A GUARANTEE OF WAR. 

The banquet.given in London to the offi- 
cers of an American man-of-war occa- 
sioned some very pleasant expressions of 
kindly sentiment toward the United 
States. The principal English news- 
papers take it as a matter of course that 
there should be no enmity between the 
kinfolk and prophesy a long and uninter- 
rupted period of good feeling. 

If things were left to themselves it is not 
likely that peace would ever be broken. 
War between the United States and En- 
gland would be an irrational and foolish 
sacrifice of well being on both sides, and 
there would be no compensating return 
The in- 
terest of both nations is bound up in peace 
which cannot be disturbed save by the 
machinations of jingoes on either side of 
the water. 

Jingoism in America is practically iden- 
tical with protectionism. It is not asenti- 
ment of pseudo patriotism asin England, 
but springs from purely selfish considera- 
tions. It reste upon the proposition that 
the prosperity of one nation depends upon 
the misfortunes of another and the more 
harm we can do the other peoples the 
more good will accrue to  our- 
selves. This is frankly asserted in 
political campaigns,when we hear much of 
the wicked ways of the British man, who 
is held up to the ignorant imagination as 
one who liesawake nights plotting the de- 
struction of American industries and 
hatching devilish schemes to deluge the 


| United States with the good things of life, 


to swamp us in a flood of things we want 
and drive us all to the poor-house by 
selling us the necessaries of life for less 
than we can make them ourselves. To 
seve us from such an awful fate is the 
benevolent purpose of those who do the 
thinking forso many Americans who are 
too lazy to think for themselves. 

A doctrine of this kind would be _ridicu- 
os were there not an element of danger in 
it. It is preached so diligently, however, 
that with much reiteration it gains cre- 
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dence until probably the very men who em- 


suffice to set at naught the peaceful efforts 
of right-minded men. 
‘BOT IN A REMEMBERING MOOD. 
The turn of the wheel which makes a 


‘small group of political adventurers and 


conspirators the controlling element in 
tariff legislation has also made Senator 
Brice, as one of the chiefs of this group, 
the spokesman of the Democratic majority 
in the Senate. 

Whenever the question of passing the 
tariff bill comes up Brice steps to the 
fore and explains the prospects, plans 
and difficulties. When the matter of un- 
covering crookedness and corruption is 
under discussion Brice informs the coun- 
try why it is impossible to get satisfactory 
evidence before an investigating commit- 
tee. He exposes the methods of the men 
who dealinslush funds and boodle and 
whofix up schemes to deceive and rob 
the people. 

As spokesman of thecontrolling clique 
in the Democratic majority and as one 
who knows all about such things Senator 
Brice has explained that getting informa- 
tion of campaign contributions from legis- 
lative favor-seekers is a hopeless task and 
frankly tells the reason why. ‘‘So far as 
the obtaining of information goes as to 
who contributed money to the national 
committees,’’ he says, ‘‘I apprehend that 
it will be found that the members of these 
committees whe received these contribu- 
tions will not remember from whom they 
came nor how they were used. It is not 
their business to remember these things.’’ 
And taking words from the mouth of his 
interviewer he adds that they will not be 
ein a remembering mood. 

The Senate could not put forward a bet- 
ter authority on this subject than Brice. 
He isan expert. In this brief but signifi- 
cant utterance he embodies the whole art of 
safe corruption. It is another form of the 
addition, division and silence“ rule and 
contains a full explanation with a tip to 
all who may not be posted as to the proper 
method of dealing with investigations. 

The plutocrat and his legislative at- 
torney, the bribe-giver and the bribe- 
taker, the broker and go-between will 
take care not to be ‘‘ina remembering 
mood’’ when dangerous information is 
wanted. The remembering mood’’ is an 
invaluable convenience in politics and 
legislation. It can be put on or off to suit 
the circumstances. It has already enabled 
the Senate to lay the blame of a bribery 
scandal on an irresponsible lobbyist and a 
few newspaper correspondents. 

Under the expert and inspiring leader- 
ship of Brice there is no doubt that the 
trusts and the tariff barons can be taken 
care of with profit to all concerned, and 
with no unpleasant exposures or blots on 
the reputations of eminent statesmen and 
millionaires.

THE coal strike, which was begun a 
month ago and is apparently no nearer 
settlement than it was then, is a very 
good demonstration of the power of organ- 
ization. Many of the miners had no 
grievance, but struck in order to help 
those who had, on the ground that the in- 
jury of one isthe concern of all. On the 
other side, most of the operators were 
willing to concede the demands of the 
men, but could not bring about a settle- 
ment because of the unwillingness of a 
few of their number to yield. When the 
men learn to use their power intelligently, 
when they clearly understand the causes 
of commercial depressions and formulate 
some definite policy on which they can 
vote, then they may expect to 
accomplish some permanent results. 
Until then a strike is only a blind 
kick which is sure todoas much harm as 
good.

WASHINGTON, D. O., May 28.—The State De- 
partment is waiting with expectancy, not to 
say anxiety, to learn from Minister Willis the 
outcome of the controversy between Hawali 
and Japan, precipitated by the declaration 
of the Provisional Government that under 
no circumstances would the franchise be ex. 
tended to the Japanese coolies now in the 
islands. Japan has vigorously comtended 
that its citizens were entitled under the ‘‘fa- 
vored nation’’ clause of the existing treaty 
between the two countries to all privileges 
accorded foreigners residing in Hawali, a 
contention that has been resisted by the 
leaders of the Provisienal Government, on 
the ground thatthe Japanese in the islands 
are not residents, 
but only 
intend to return to Japan upon the expira- 
tion of their contracts. This position has 
beea stoutly maintained, and has of late 
been empbasized by tne declaration that the 
aid of the United States wil be invoked under 
the Monroe doctrine in case: Japan attempts 
to enforce her demands. : 

The anxiety of the President and his ad- 
visers is not lest Japan should begin aggres< 
sions upon Hawaii, but lest being forced to 
grant the franchise demanded, Hbwali 
should become Virtually, but a Japanese 
colony. The preponderance of Japanese in 
the islands would give Japan complete con- 
trol of the local Government and result ia 
diverting to Japana large propertion of the 
trade dow enjoyed by the United States as 
well as destroying the autonomy of Hawaii. 

The latest advices received here indicate 
that Japan is very much in earnest, and as 
the United States will be seriously affected 
whether Hawall resists the demands made or 
concedes them the Administration is natur 
ally anxious as to the outcome.

suffer the consequences. Consequently the 
American missionaries boarded the mission- 
ary ship the \iorning Star and went to the 
isiand of Mort. 

In the meantime the Spanish ships opened 
fre on the native villages, pouring a con- 

ant rain of shell and bullets into the huts. 

his warfare was kept up for three days and 
the natives were assailed by land troops. 
But only ture natives were killed in this 
Dattle. while the + panlsu loss was 300. This 
Was the last battle between Spain and the 
natives and since then spain has been en- 
Geavoring to compel the stubborn tribes to 
yield to that power. King Paul, who is 
much of a Cliristian, sars he will never yield 
to Spain. 

Mr. Rand says that his return to Ponape

A NAUTICAL HOODOO, 


Why the Unfortunate Ship Lydgate Can- 
not Obtain a Crew. 

New Tonk. May 28.—The unfortunate ship, 
the Lydgate, lies at her anchorage off the 
Battery. Her agents have made frantic en- 
dea vors to secure a crew for her, so that she 
might make the return voyage to Liverpool, 
bat without success. Only a few seamen can 
be induced to enlist, as the opinion is almost 
unanimous along South street that she isa 
hoodoo ship. 

The Lydgate isa four-masted vessel, and 
is almost new. When she started from 
Liverpool to America she had on boarda 
crew that was enthusiastic over her fine 


lines and general ship-shape appearance. It 
was expected that the voyage over would 
take twenty days and some were even san- 
guine enough to believe that it could be ac- 
complishedin a shorter time. Instead of 
that, it took six months, and when the 
Lydgate finally pat into this port 
last week, the sailors with one accord 
cred up their kits, clambered over 
he rails of the vessel and swore never to set 
footon heragain. Asthey were all shipped 
for the round trip, their desertion cost them 
the six months’ wages they had already 
this the great mass of them 
ess, and with no pros 
ct of gettinga berth any time in the near 
ture. But they are willing to take almost 
any chances on land rather than to go back 
on the boat that will meet disaster. 

One of the allegations made by the men is 
that the Lydgate is topheavy, and injaccorda-
